Many Piantations inf Arkansas Sure to Be

ers. Letitia feigns simpleness—not the simpleness 
of sincerity, but the prattling simpleness of id- 
iocy. The young husband’s early coolness 
changes to antipathy when, shortly afterward, 
he meets a queen of grace and beauty and good 
sense ata masked ball. His lukewarm love for 
Letitia is transferred to ardent passion for 
the woman in the mask, whose dance has been as 
graceful as her speech.

ORDERED TO FREEZE AND BROIL. 


Capt. Harback and Lieut. Dapray to Join 
Regiments in Montana and Texas. 

Capt. A. A. Harback, Twentieth United 
States Infantry, and Lieut. J. Av Dapray, 
Twenty-third United States Infantry, were seen 
yesterday in their offices in the United States 
Building with reference to the report from 
Washington that they would be relieved from 
duty in connection with the Exposition and 
ordered back to their regiments. They said 
that they had not been relieved so far as they 
knew, and that they never discussed their or- 
ders, at least until they had received and 
obeyed them.

Dapray was 
sutprised because he had not been sent here 
by request, and had been here only a month. 

It was iearned, however, from non-profes- 
sional sources that the expected order was not 
much to be wondered at after all. re are 
at present fourteen army officers on detail in 
Chicago in connection with the government 
exhibit at the a and even if they 
were all needed the work of installa- 
tion they are certainly not, it is said, all 
needed here now. As to these two officers in 
particular, Capt. Harback was sent here in 
the first instance to assist in organizing the 
mode} military camp, which has failed; and 
though he was assigned to the work of dec- 
orating the United States Building, that work 
is accomplished. Lieut. Dapray was simply 
ordered to report to Maj. Co w 
him in charge of the exhibit o War Depart- 
ment maps and records; but this exhibit has 
been installed, and there is little or nothing 
more to be done about it. The Lieutenant, 
after seeing two years’ ce in Texas, was 
made military secretary to Secretary of War 
Elkins. 

Capt. Harback’s regiment is now in a freez- 
ing condition in Montana, and Lieut. Dapray’s 

iment is broilingin a Texas sun, so 

neither one of these gentlemen considers it as 
exactly fortunate to be ordered away from 
the agreeable climate of Chicago and the 
glories of the Exposition at the present time.

Michigan Senate Passes the Bill Abolish- 
ing the Central Board. 

Lansine, Mich., May 17.—[{Special. }—After 
an extended discussion of penology the Senate 
passed the bill abolishing the Central Board 
of Control of Prisons and providing separate 
boards therefor. The bill was badly pruned. 
The provision for employing convicts on State 
account instead of by the contract system was 
eliminated, as was also the provision limiting 
the number of convicts to be employed in 
any one industry to 5 per cent of the number 
of persons employed in that industry in the 
State.

In order that no one could say that they 
had violated any law or broken any contract 
the directors voted to return to Congress the 
money it had appropriated, or rather that 
part of the $2,500,000 which the last Con- 
grese did not seize and withhold. They pro- 


manner from all obligations to close Sunday. 
They have given notice that they have can- 
eeled the contract. Their agreement with 
those who tried to take advantage of their ne- 
cessities to force them to close on the first 
day of the week is at an end. No one tan 
charge the directors with bad faith or 
broken pledges. No one can call on Federal 
courts or authorities to intervene, for the 
trade with the General Government is off. 
This repayment of $1,929,000 may involve 
heavy sacrifices.

If these assertions are true no better evi- 
dence of the value of the bill could be asked. 
If these abstract companies have been told by 
the able lawyers whom they employ that the 
effect of this non-compulsory measure which 
is now before the House would be to cut 
down their business by reducing the demand 
for their abstracts or, in other words, to re- 
duce the expense of transferring real estate, it 
is easy to see why they should oppose the in- 
troduction of a new system which will be of 
service to the people generally, but a disad- 
vantage to themselves. “If it were their opin- 
ion that the Torrens plan would be ineffectual, 
that the work of the commission was so fulb 
of defects that no real estate owner would re- 
sort to it, then they would would not care 
whether it passed or not, being convinced that 
people would have to buy their abstracts after 
as much as before it had been put on the 
statute books.

Many Judges and lawyers say. that by 
slight changes in the laws the amount of liti- 
gation would be lessened greatly. 

In view of these statements, the first thing 
to be done is to analyze the suits of the last 
few years and see how many were genuine 
and how many bogus, and generally to make 
a critical examination of the whole subject. 
If more Judges are added now the business 
still will remain in arrears, and in the course 
of time there will be an appeal for another 
batch of Judges, and yet nobody will be able 
to prove then, as nobody is able to prove now, 
that the way to cure the evils complained of 
is to elect more Judges. The question should 
be studied thoroughly before ten new Judges 
are put on the bench where there are twenty 
now.

THE CHATTEL MORTGAGE LAW. 

The Legislature of 1889, moved by the ex- 
posures of the rapacity and lawlessness of the 
chattel mortgage money-lenders in this city, 
passed a law providing that no such mortgage 
on household goods, wearing apparel, or me- 
chanics’ tools should be foreclosed except in 
a court of record, that no such articles should 
be seized before foreclosure except by the 
Sheriff on the order of a court, and that no 
chattel mortgage executed by a married man 
on household goods should be valid unless h 
wife joined in making it. . 

Nothing had been more common than for a 
husband in order to get money to pay his 
liquor bills with or to ran away with than to 
mortgage his household property—a good 
part of it often purchased with money earned 
by the toil of the wife—without her consent 
or knowledge. The fitst she knew of the mat- 
ter often was when some Constable rushed 
into the house, threw her seanty possessions 
into @ wagon, and drove off with them. It 
was the expectation of the Legislature that 
these practices would be checked to some ex- 
tent by requiring the wife to join in the mort- 


gage. | 

This legislation did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the chattel mortgage people and 
consequently not long after the passage of the 
law the constitutionality of this provision 
about a wife signing the mortgage was at- 
tacked on the ground that no mention was 
made of it in the title of the act, while the 
Constitution says that no act shall embrace 
more than one subject, which must be ex- 
pressed in the title. One of the Judges of the 
Cook County Circuit Court was ensnared by 
the reasoning of the lawyers for the chattel 
mortgage men, and held that this provision 
was unconstitutional. 

The Supreme Court, however, has just held 
otherwise. Its reasons will be of interest to 
lawyers only. Its conclusions, however, will 
be of decided interest to money-lenders and 
to a large number of wives, who will hence. 

orth have something to say about the mort- 
gaging of their household goods, The de- 
cision of the court has settled the matter for- 
ever. A chattel mortgage of household goods 
in which the wife does not join is worthless. 
The money-lender must take precautions, just 
as he would if making a real estate loan. He 
must find out whether the borrower is mar- 
ried or not, and if he is he must see that the 
wife joins or he has thrown away his cash. 
The wife may rest assured now that she can- 
not lose her furniture by mortgage except 
with her own knowledge and consent. Jt can- 
not be taken to pay the saloon bills of a 
drinking husband. : 
SUNDAY-OPENING AND WORKINGMEN. 

A business-man in an Illinois city writes to 
this paper on the subject of the Sunday- 
closing of the World’s Fair, which he favors 
strongly, for reasons which seem valid to him. 
In the course of his letter he says: 

You cannot but be aware that business is con- 
stantly encroaching upon the workman's rest 
day, and will surely take advantage of every 
opportunity to make the working days seven 
instead of six in each week. And this, too, with- 
out an increase in wages. Sunday-opening of the 
Fair would affect but a small proportion of the 
wage-carners in the United States, but it 
would be a long step toward secularizing 
the rest day for every worker in the land. 
You surely cannot be in favor of such a step. 
If. ten millions of workers were compelled to 
give but one day each per year at one dollar per 
day the sum would be enormous, but what if 
compelled to give fifty-two days per year? If the 
figure staggers you cut it in two and it is still 
almost fabulous. You may say wages would be 
increased one-seventh; but such would not be 
the case, ag the profits of business would not 
warrant an increase. On the contrary an 
of one-seventh in production would have a tend- 
ency to reduce prices, and wages would also be 
reduced. Are you willing to advocate a measure 
which seems so full of grave consequences to not 
only the working classes, but to the entire com- 
munity?

As the correspondent is an employer of 
labor he ought t know that for more than a 
century labor has been striving to encroach 
on the work days of the week for purposes of 
rest by reducing the number of hours of toil. 
Workingmen have agitated constantly to cut 
down the number of hours’ work per day - and 
week without, however, reducing wages. 
Some trades are trying to do that at this time 
in Chicago. Others have succesded. The 
employer has not invaded the workman's 
rest day—the boot is on the other leg. In 
view of this irresistible tendency it is wild to 
assume that the employers of the United 
States would be able to utilize.the opening of 
the Chicago Exposition Sundays to get out of 
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likely to do so in the event of Sunday-opening. 


THE COWBOYS’ RACE TO CHICAGO. 

It is reported that arrangements are in prog- 
ress fora bronco race from Chadron, Neb., 
to the World's Fair, The distance is fully 
700 miles, the time for starting is fixed for 
about June 25 next, and the struggle is ex- 
pected to be participated in by fully 300 cow- 
boys, éftch of whom will be limifed to the use 
of two animals. The prizes offered are $1,500 
to the one who first arrives at the Nebraska 
Building in Jackson Park, and $500 to the 
second. With such an inducement little time 
will be allowed for rest on the journey. The 
poor broncos will be hard pressed under whip 
and spur, night and day, through the terrible 
ordeal, in weather that may prove to be the 
hottest of the year. 

If this contest be permitted to “ cote off,” 
the amount of suffering it will entail to the 
animals taking part in it will far exceed that 
endured in the race between German and Aus- 
trian officers a few months ago. The greater 
distance to be covered, the larger number of 
animals put to the torture, and the higher 
temperature to be endured will make the 
struggle vastly more horrible in ite leading 
features than the one which brought out a cry 
of “‘ Shame” from all parts of the civilized 
world last year. It will be all the worse, as 
the average bronco has greater powers of en- 
durance than the European horse, and on that 
account will be pressed so much the harder, 
having to endure proportionately greater suf- 
fering before succumbing to the inevitable. 

Very properly the President of the Ameri- 
can Humane Education Society is protesting 
against this outrage, and numerous humane 
societies in the Western States have joined in 
the demand that it be widely reprobated. 
They ask that if the mee is begun no rider 
shall be permitted to enter Chicago having 
ridden his horses in such a contest, and that 
all humane persons residing in any city or 
town through which these men may attempt 
to pass will receive them everywhere with 
hisses and cries of “Shame.” In behalf of 
the dumb beasts which it is proposed to ride 
in this terrible race they earnestly pray the as- 
sistance of all who are able in any way to as- 
sist in saving them ftom torture and our 
country from this disgrace. 


BLAND’S SILVER FALLACIES. 

In the North American Review Mr. Bland 
of Missouri makes what he holds to be « 
strong point in the statement that when the 
coinage ratio of the United States was 
changed to 16 to 1. the monetary change was 
effected by reducing the weight of the gold 
dollar and not by increasing the silver dollar. 
But the New York Bulletin. shows that the 
real significance of this fact tells dead against 
Mr. Bland and his silver argument. Gold 
having gone abroad silver was at that time 
the money of account. To have changed the 
weight of the silver coin would have disar- 
ranged business in much the same way as Mr. 
Bland is now striving todisarrange it. e 
change was effected in the currency which was 
then out of use. The immediate effect of the 
change in the ratio; which was overdone, 
was to bring gold here; Gold became 
the money of account, and ever since 
has remained so, even duting the paper 
money régime, prices rising and falling then 
as gold fluctyated in the price paid for it in 
paper. The act of 1873, which Mr. Bland 
seems to regard as the sum of all villainies, 
merely recognized a fact which had been in 
existence for forty years, and dropped the sil- 


ver dollar for the same reason that in Ben-) 


ton’s time it was the gold dollar the weight of 
which was changed. Mr. Bland seeks to make 
it appear that he is only contending for the 
use of silver and not for any particular ratio. 
But the fact is both political parties, the 
North as well as the South, Wall street as well 
as Colorado, are overwhelmingly in favor of bi- 
metallism so far as silver and gold coins can 
be kept at par with each other. Mr. 
Bland and his compeers . have 
defeated every effort at rational 
bimetallism by insisting on free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. To consent to any 
change from this ratio they have regarded as 
a surrender of their whole case. His claim 
that the ratio is a question for Congress to de- 
termine is utterly unfounded. ‘ Congress 
has no more power to say how many ounces 
of silver an ounce of gold can buy than to say 
how many bushels of wheat an ounce of gold 
can buy.” It can regulate the weight of-the 
coins, as it may regulate the size of the bush- 
el, but in no other way can it regulate the 
value of either coins or wheat.

Susan B. Anthony, Julia Ward 
Howe, Elizabeth Cady Stanton (though pres- 
ent only by proxy), Lacy Stone, and Laura 
Haviland may regard this great and repre- 
sentative gathering asa personal vindication 
of themselves, They have lived to see the 
triumph of the cause in which they were the 
pioneers and which they advocated 
in the face of obloquy and persecution. They 
fought like Trojans for their principles; their 
successors are reposing on flowery beds of 
ease. The early reformers, however, may 
boast proudly that there would have been no 
flowery beds of ease but for their long and 
arduous struggle, their determined endurance, 


sublime courage forty years ago and more that 
has made this meeting possible.” The honor 
accorded to woman in the proceedings of the 
World’s Fair Congress Auxiliary is the crown- 
ing result of their labors. 

It is not often that reformers live to see the 
consumthation of their reforms, They are 
much more likely to get stones than bread if 
they ask for the latter, and reproach and rid- 
icule than fame during their lives..

THE FINANCIAL DILEMMA. 

It‘ is reported from Washington that the 
free silver coinage men figure out they will 
have a majority of nearly fifty in the next 
House and relatively greater strength in the 
Senate. This statement is not encouraging 
to the friends of honest money and a sound 
currency. It is regarded as probable that the 
silver men would divide in case the repeal of 
the tax on State bank note circulation were 
made the alternative to/free silver, as it is 
well known the average Southern Democrat 
wants the cheapest kind of money he can get. 
He has favored free silver, not out of any love 
or veneration for that metal as a circulating 
medtum, but because it would be a step in the 
direction he wishes to pursue further. What 
he wants is a scarcely limited issus of 
documents, chai baat olen benbaaihaten 
of redemption in any kind of coin, though he 
is willing they shall be nominally secured by a 
mortgage of land and produce, to be loaned 
upon to within a stated percentage of their 
‘* value’’ as measured in the inflated currency 
he proposes to have issued against them. 

The average Southern Democrat does not 
expect to obtain this Subtreasury issue, and 
the next best thing in his estimation would be 
the plenty of cheap money to be got as a con- 
sequence of permitting State banks to issue 
notes on a plan partly identical with that in 
vogue before the war. He is preparing to 
fight for that, “ tooth and nail,” and hopes to 
be able to secure it, leaving the free silver 
men of the West to find the South will have 
little use for the white metal under tho new 
régime, So there is at least a practical threat 
that the country will have to choose between 
two evils—a free circulation of paper “ mon- 
ey” which will not be a legal tender in pay- 
ment of indebtedness, or a free silver dollar 
that will be legal tender, except where other- 
wise specifically provided for. 

In regard to the first it is argued that niost 
of the Northern States have stringent banking 
laws under which State bank issues could be 


prevented from being a loss to the people,. 


and that if the Southern States chose to re- 
peat the old wildcat follies “it would be their 
own funeral.”’ Possibly the result would be 
less disastrous to the Nation asa whole than 
would the free coinage of silver on the now 
artificial basis of sixteen to one, and it is like- 
ly this consideration is what has induced some 
of the few sound money Democrats to signify 
a willingness to vote for the repeal of the tax 
on the State bank notes as the only means of 
preventimg a worse infliction on the public. 
They must be fully aware that the volume of 
“ money ” now in circulation is ample for the 
requirements of legitimate business, being 
made the basis for a vastly larger volume of 
credits under the operation of business meth- 
ods to which the people were strangers in the 
early part of this century. They must know 
that no person need go without money who 
has labor or the products of labor to sell for 
it, provided he can find a customer, and that 
if the markgt for either be overstocked at any 
time it is only a temporary relief that can be 
gained by inflating the currency—a relief, 
too, that must be paid for by a corresponding 
depression subsequently.. Hence they can 
only vote for State bank note issues as the 
leaser of two evils. 

It is strange the free silver men cannot see 
the situation that confronts them. They have 
earried the thing as far as possible and have 
succeeded in getting the country weighted 
down with silver to the extent of practically 
driving all the gold out of circulation, If 
they still press the poinf they may find - their 
own pet metal following thie gold into reti- 
racy, being driven out by’ free State bank 
paper, even to the issue of fractional currency 
promises to pay to whoever accepts them. It 
would be far better for the silver producers to 
rest content with what they have gained 
already and trust to legitimate demand for a 
future market than to invite the disaster that 
must ensue to them if the people adopt State 
bank paper and thereby avoid the use of sail- 
ver altogether. 


Szcretaky Hinricusen’s bill increasing the 
fees for the incorporation of companies in 
thie State seems to be a good measure and 
ought to be passed. Companies can be incor- 
porated now for a dollar fee and the result is 
a long list of wildcatand visionary concerns. 
The State Department incurs expense in ref- 
erence to these. The incorporation bureau of 
the department is running behind, The Hin- 
richsen bill provides a moderate fee as fol- 
lows: 


$100,000 or 

sum of $25; and no increase of 
of any corporation shall or 
until it shall have paid to the Secretary of State 
$5 for every $10,000 of the increase. 


This is quite reasonable. The passage of 
the law will make the Department of State 
more tha: self-sustaining and it will further 
discourage the incorporation of wildcat com- 
panies, 


Txuovexr Senator Ferguson’s bill for a north- 
ern normal school has been advanced a stage 
or two at Springfield there is little chance of 
it becoming alaw. This is a cause for satis- 
faction, as there is no necessity for a northern 
normal school. There are two normal schools, 
or, as they are ridiculously called, norma! uni- 
versities, in the State now, supported by State 
furds—one at Carbondale and one near Bloom- 
ington. These are sufficient. Cook County 
maintains a normal school at considerable 
expense in the northern portion of the State. 
Though it is practically free to pupils from 
all sections of Illinois, it is not patronized to 


- any considerable extent. That may be because 


m

the Legislature cannot afford to ignore it. 


Gov. Attounp ie quite right in insisting 
that a Congressional apportionment bill shall 
be passed béfore a new set-of national Rep- 
resentatives is elected from this State. The 
various sections of Illinois are not now fairly 
répresented in Congress. Chicago should 
have seven members out of the twenty-two. 
It has only five. The southern end of the 
State is overrepresented. An adjustment of 
the Congressional representation is more nec- 
essary in Illinois than in any other State in 
the Union. The other States have settled the 
question of Congressional apportionment on 
the basis of the last census. Illinois failed to } 
do 80 two years ago because while the Senate 
at Springfield was Republican the House was 
Demoeratic. There quuld be no agreement 
therefore. Now both branches are Democrat- 
ic, There ought to be to difficulty, therefore, | 
about the apportionment. Ifthere is a failure 
to make one the Democrats will be wholly to 
blame. The Republicans are not disposed to 
offer factious opposition to the Democratic 
scheme, as they recognize the rights of ma- 
jorities. Any apportionment plan would be 
an improvement on the present one of grossly 
unequal Congressional districts.
